A £20 MILLION plan has 
been submitted which could 
revolutionise the future of 
education, leisure and public 
services in West Suffolk. 

The Mildenhall Hub vision 
would see Mildenhall College 
Academy, a new leisure facili¬ 
ty, a swimming pool, a health 
centre, library and other 
public services on one site 
close to the town centre off 
SheldrickWay, Mildenhall. 

It is predicted to save 
money on a range of public 
sector services after opening 
in 2020, providing it is ap¬ 
proved by Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council later this year. 

Susan Byles, principal of 
Mildenhall College Academy, 
said: “Mildenhall College 
Academy needs a new build¬ 
ing. It is as simple as that. Not 


only does being part of the 
hub afford us the best pos¬ 
sible opportunity to build a 
new secondary school, but 
it also places the academy at 
the heart of our local com¬ 
munity. 

“So much of the learning 
environment for students 
today takes place outside 
of the classroom: work ex¬ 
perience for our sixth form 
students, working with our 
local primary schools to sup¬ 
port transition; liaising with 
healthcare providers and 
external agencies to support 
the wellbeing of our students 
and their families; enterpris¬ 
ing projects with local busi¬ 
ness, public services and 
sports providers. 

“The Mildenhall Hub will 
mean all these resources are 
available on our doorstep.”

A MAN accused of caus¬ 
ing the death of 22-year-old 
beauty therapist Lauren 
Danks, from Soham, ap¬ 
peared in court yesterday.

Or Michael's daughter, little Paris 
Jackson, all grown up and beautiful? 

La Toya, anyone? 

Or ever heard of mysterious sister 
Rebbie? 

This list goes on and on. 

But Jacksons are almost as 
mysterious as they are famous. 

Notoriously private, they sometimes 
can't even get hold of each other. 

It's high security fences and blocked 
calls all round. 

But never mind that, guess who 
called CityLife at our sister paper, the 
Cambridge News?

And at this point we also took the 
chance to MASSIVELY fan-out and tell 
him what huge admirers we are, and 
also that we LOVE him, which he was 
very gracious about). 

So where are you today? Are 
you at home in America? 

I'm at home in Calabasas, California 
today. 

And how is everybody? Are 
you all starting to prepare for 
the summer shows? 

We're so excited about coming back 
to the UK. 

And we're looking forward to 
coming to the Newmarket show, 
absolutely. 

It’s billed as your 50th 


Anniversary Celebration 
- how does it feel to have 
had 50 years in the music 
business? 

It doesn't feel like long enough to 
be honest. 

But show business is what you make 
of it and I love what I do. 

I'll probably be like BB King and 
just do it until the day I can't do it any 
longer. 

I never did too much dancing 
anyhow so hopefully I'll still be able to 
do it at 99 years old. 

It's a great feeling to still have fans 
and have the legacy we've left behind. 

People come up to me and thank 
me for the music over the years or 
they'll say things like "This was our 
wedding song" or "I remember this 
song, it was playing on the radio when 
I first kissed my girlfriend". 

It makes you feel good! 

And it feels great to still be in the 
business after 50 years. 

What can people expect from 
the show? Is it going to be all 
the old hits plus some new 
stuff? (Tito has just released 
his first solo album, Tito 
Time) 

We're going to do some of 
everything. 

We've considered our fans and they 
have written to us and told us what 
they would like to hear, including all 
the hit records and the popular ones. 

And will Michael be a part of 
the show in some way? 

Oh absolutely, we're doing a 
Michael Jackson section. 

He is always with us in spirit and we 
feel him when we're performing on 
stage. 

It's hard not to do that, he's such 
a big part of who we are and we are 
part of his life as well, so we're chain- 
linked. 

It's going to be a very exciting show 
with a lot of action. 

We have great musicians with us 
on stage and we're just going to have 
fun and make it a party - have a good 
time, dance, scream and holler. 

Tell us about your new single 

I've recorded my first album and 
released my first UK single called 
When The Magic Happens with 
Jocelyn Brown. 

And I've also just released a single in 
America called One Way Street which 
is starting to climb the charts so I'm 
happy about that. 

Does it feel different doing 


your own thing at last, 
compared to being with your 
brothers? 

Well, I've waited a while. 

When my brothers were doing solo 
careers I was coaching Little League 
and that whole thing. 

I was hanging with 3T! (Tito is father 
to Taj, Taryll and TJ from music group 
3T). 

It's never too late, plus it gives me 
something to do that I love. 

What would you say your 
favourite Jacksons song is? 

I love our very first song on 
Motown, / Want You Back. 

That wasn't our very first recording, 
but that's the one that really lit the 
match and started the fire. So that's 
always hot. 

And besides that, it's a good song 
too. 

When did you realise that you 
were truly famous? What was 
the moment you were like, 
“Woah” ... so to speak? 

You wouldn't believe it if I told you 
that it was as little as 20 years ago. 

We really didn't have a concept of 
the impact or of how famous we really 
were. 

People would always tell us, or call 
us living legends. 

But when we were inducted 
into the Hall of Fame, I asked how 
many people were in there and they 
said, "Well there's six hundred and 
something". So I thought there must 
be a lot more than that considering 
there could be groups. 

And she said "No, that number is 
made up of individuals." 

Then I realised, wow that is really a 
great accomplishment. 

If you could go back in time 
and relive one moment of 
your career, what would that 
be? 

I would say the Victory Tour. That 
was very exciting and a lot of fun. 

It was a time in our career when 
things were peaking and starting to 
happen big. 

Michael had just come off Thriller 
and we'd had a lot of hits with Shake 
Your Body Heartbreak Hotel , Blame It 
On The Boogie. 

It was such an exciting time. 

Tell us something about 
yourself that would surprise 
people. We know you’ve been 
interviewed about 218 million 
times, but is there something 
you can tell just us at City 
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Life? Go on, spill the beans . . . 

I have a collection of Volkswagens. Old ones. 

I own about a dozen of them. And I have a few 
VW Bugs. 

And do you drive them all? Or do you 
just drive one car and then polish 
the others? 

Well actually I just love restoring them, 
getting them running good and then just 
putting them in my garage. 


I'm going to have to sell a couple because 
I'm running out of room. 

You must have a huge garage . .. 

It's not small. 

So when you go on tour, do you ask 
for anything weird to be in your 
dressing room? Are you a bit of a 
diva? Or are you just like, “Some 
water would be nice, please”? 


Well we order cayenne pepper, ginger root 
and honey. Stuff for the voice. 

People find it weird but we just make tea 
with it! 

So you’re not like Mary J Blige, who 
asks for new toilet seats? 

Toilet seats!? That's crazy. 

What do you think of music today? 
Who do you like? Is there anyone 


you’re listening to or do you tend to 
stick with the good stuff? 

I listen to everything. There's nothing that 
really stands out more than the other. Although 
I do like Bruno Mars. 

And I like Charlie Wilson. 

You must have met everybody. Is 
there anyone you’ve met where 
you were really blown away or 
starstruck? 

BB King. He was my hero. 

Did he live up to it? 

Oh absolutely. He was a charm. 

My very first guitar was the same one that BB 
King played in those days. 

So when I did meet him I told him about 
my guitar and he wrote on it "To Tito, a friend 
always, BB King. 10/18/07". 

I'm actually looking at it right now. 

So my Jackson 5 guitar that I played / Want 
You Back on and all the early songs - BB King 
signed it for me. 

If you could go back in time and 
give some advice to your 13-year-old 
self, what would you say? 

Let me think about that one . . . 

OK, I know it. 

My advice would have been I should have 
spoken out more and let my personality come 
through. 

I was very quiet and I should have been as 
vocal as the other brothers. 

Thanks Tito, good luck with your 
preparations and we’ll see you in 
Newmarket!

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Crews get 
horse out 
of the mud 


HORSE POWER: Fire crews

IT took three fire crews to 
rescue a horse stuck fast in 
a muddy ditch in Soham. 

The white mare was left 
caked in brown sludge as 
it struggled to free itself 
from Qua Fen Common 
last week. 

Crews from Soham, 
Cambridge and Ely 
spent nearly three hours 
rescuing the horse, 
wearing protective wet 
gear to hoist the animal 
from the 
clay-filled bank. 

Station Commander 
Danny Kelly said: "It was a 
particularly arduous rescue 
because each time we tried 
to get the horse out of the 
ditch it just didn't have the 
energy to get itself out. 

"We had to try several 
different techniques, 
where we attached straps 
to the horse, before we 
could get it out safely." 

He also praised the Isle 
Veterinary Group, which 
supplied a vet to work 
alongside the crews. 

He added: "All the 
animal training the crews 
have had really paid off." 

After the ordeal, the 
horse, which grazes freely 
on the common, was 
released unhurt.

The country’s first 
transgender mayor 
speaks decade on

THE Cambridge woman who made 
history by becoming Britain’s first 
transgender mayor has spoken ex¬ 
clusively to the News about her new 
life. 

Jenny Bailey who was born a boy 
and underwent gender reassignment 
in her late 20s and early 30s, became 
mayor of Cambridge 10 years ago 
this month. 

Her appointment to the year-long 
civic role, with her partner Jennifer 
Liddle - who had also had gender 
reassignment - as her mayoral con¬ 
sort, prompted a splurge of public¬ 
ity in the national newspapers and 
around the world, some of it lurid. 

But the couple came to the News 
to tell their story, and in a candid 
interview with News writers Alice 
Ryan and Rachel Extance, they spoke 
about their relationship, and their 
desire to serve the city. 

After her mayoral year, Jenny 
stepped down as a city councillor 
and embarked on a round-Britain 
sailing trek. 

She and Jennifer, who had met in 
1990 when both were receiving hor¬ 
mone replacement therapy, entered 
a civil partnership together in Cam¬ 
bridge in 2011. 

They ran a software firm together, 
but they now work for other compa¬ 
nies, and have moved to Little Dit- 
ton, near Newmarket. 


Jenny said: “We wanted a bigger 
garden and we keep chickens and 
bees, so that’s why we moved. 

“I look back on my mayoral days 
very fondly. It was such a privilege to 
be able to do it. When I first came to 
Cambridge in 1980, and worked as 
a telecommunicatons engineer for 
Pye, I always loved being in the city, 
sitting in a cafe or a pub, and listen¬ 
ing to the conversations of people 
nearby. 

“I was amazed at how much was 
going on, and at how you could hear 
so many different languages. 

“I’d grown up in Wellingborough, 
and I just wasn’t used to hearing 
conversations about literature and 
science and philosophy. It made me 
really love Cambridge and the peo¬ 
ple who live there. 

“When I became a councillor in 


2001, it gave me the chance to put 
something back, and then when I 
was chosen as mayor, I was so ex¬ 
cited about it. 

“There was a lot of coverage in the 
tabloids, which we’d expected, and 
which we knew we just had to get 
through. 

“But once that was out of the way, 
and we could get on with the job, it 
was wonderful. 

“Everybody was happy to see the 
mayor when we went to events, and 
for me, one of the most rewarding 
jobs was going along to parties for 
100-year-olds. It was such a special 
thing.” 

In the decade since she was Cam¬ 
bridge’s First Citizen, she believes at¬ 
titudes to transgender people have 
changed. 

She said: “When Jennifer and I 
were in office together, we felt totally 
accepted in Cambridge, but on many 
occasions when we were in other 
towns, we felt uncomfortable. There 
was often not a feeling of acceptance 
there, and we felt embarrassed even 
about holding hands. 

“Nowadays, everyone is so much 
more relaxed about it. They can’t see 
any problem, and that’s the way it 
should be.”

How would election hopefuls 
help woman living in car?

LAST week the News reported on a former 
Mildenhall woman who says she has been 
living in her car and eating dog food to sur¬ 
vive since her benefits were slashed. 

Ann Cumberland-Quinn’s claim that she 
cannot find the help she needs to make 
ends meet, has generated much discussion 
among News readers. 

We asked South East Cambridgeshire’s 
parliamentary candidates what they would 
do to help people like Ann, who is based in 
Ely and has been supported by Cambridge 
homeless charity Jimmy’s. 

Having won the seat in 2015, Conserva¬ 
tive candidate Lucy Frazer says she is fa¬ 
miliar with Ann’s situation and has actively 
tried to assist her in finding appropriate 
housing during her term in office. 

“I and my office have worked with her and 
liaised with East Cambridgeshire District 
Council,” she said. 

“The Conservative Party is committed to 
tackling the difficult problem of homeless¬ 
ness and rough sleeping. 

“I am pleased that the manifesto seeks to 
do this through the full implementation of 
the Homelessness Reduction Act and by set¬ 


ting up a new homelessness reduction task- 
force that will focus on prevention and af¬ 
fordable housing including a pilot to tackle 
rough sleeping.” 

Labour candidate Huw Jones believes 
cases like Ann’s are symptomatic of Govern¬ 


ment changes to social security. 

He said: “I know she is not the only person 
living in a car in this area, it’s sadly not un¬ 
common. There are people living in all sorts 
of places in and around Cambridge because 
of the difficulties with housing. 


“The social security system is broken and 
I don’t think this was an accident - this has 
been a coherent policy from the Conserva¬ 
tives.

Liberal Democrat candidate Lucy Neth- 
singha says individuals like Ann have been 
failed. She said: “I read about Ann’s story in 
the News and was horrified by her situation. 

“If elected MP I would be keen to meet 
with Ann to understand her situation better, 
and find out what I could most usefully do 
to help her. 

“I have been appalled by the cuts to the 
PIP payments which have been brought in 
by this Conservative government. 

“The Liberal Democrats are the only party 
who have promised to reverse the cuts to 
benefits brought in by the Conservatives. 

“We have also promised to build 300,000 
new homes to help deal with the housing 
crisis. It is clear that Ann has been failed not 
only by this Government, but also by her lo¬ 
cal council.”

The death of the 
great British banger 

THE GREAT BRITISH banger 
could become a thing of the past 
as ambitious new drivers are now 
aspiring to opt for a brand new 
vehicle as their first car, according 
to new research. 

More than a third (38 per cent) 
of drivers have opted to purchase 
new cars on finance once they 
have passed their driving tests, 
according to a survey of 1,371 
UK drivers by motoring solicitor 
specialists, Motoring Offence 
Lawyers. 

Economy was credited as the 
main reason for this, with 32 per 
cent believing newer cars are more 
fuel efficient than older cars. 

Aspirational attitudes are 
also contributing to this change, 
with 28 per cent of new drivers 
choosing cars with the latest 
technology, such as Bluetooth 
speakers, mobile integration, 
parking cameras and sensors. 

One-quarter claimed it is more 
cost effective to buy a new car 
through the help of a variety of 
finance schemes now available for 
first time car owners. 

One in three drivers said they 
would have been embarrassed 
driving an old car when they first 
passed their test, while just one in 
10 were given a hand-me-down 
car when they passed their test. 


BMW takes a 
subtle route 


S UBTLE is not often a word used in connection 
with car designers when they are trying to 
create a new model. 

Equally applicable is that old adage of why change 
a winning formula? 

BMW's Bavarian backroom team has managed to 
achieve both with the latest 4 Series models. 

Since the original arrived back in 2013 the 
replacement for the former 3 Series coupe and 
convertible has been a huge success. 

Britain is key to the 4 Series' fortunes with sales 
second only to those in the USA. Germany, the car's 
homeland, languishes in third place. 

BMW's medium sized car UK sales boss James 
Thompson said: "The 4 Series has been a huge 
success for us and interestingly three out of every 
four we have sold buyers have opted for the M Sport 
versions while the added bonus is that residuals have 
held up so well and better than any of its rivals. 

"The key to this new, updated range is subtlety 
because on the surface it may not look any different 
but there are many changes which obviously 
enhances the model." 

Certainly, the styling changes on the new 4 Series 
models are noticeable with a large air intake at the 
front flanked by LED headlights while the rear light 
cluster and back end appearance have also been 
tidied up. 

Crucially all three models now have a lower 


centre of gravity thanks to a wider track (14mm 
extra front and 20mm at the back), plus there's a 
revised suspension and improved traction control 
capabilities, again all rather subtle but meaningful 
from a driver's viewpoint. 

Underneath, more subtle changes have been 
made with the car now having stiffer suspension with 
better damping and an upgraded steering set-up has 
helped to deliver better handling and greater straight- 
line stability. 

Inside the new 4 Series subtlety is again the order 
of the day with several minor new touches to the 
furnishings, like the surrounds for the air vents and 
the control panels in the doors which now feature 
electroplated inserts, while the air conditioning and 
audio controls now have chrome surrounds. 

It's these small and perhaps, to some, insignificant 
changes that make a difference such as the sports 
style steering wheel, now fitted as standard across the 
range. It is of a better quality leather and gives the 
driver more grip than on the previous line up. 

There's a wide choice of petrol and diesel engines. 

The top Grand Coupe and Convertible models will 
also have the 420d engine under the bonnet. 

So what's the revised 420d like in the Sport 
Coupe? 

In a first drive exercise over some 80 miles it's 
easy to see why this engine will be the most popular. 
It's responsive yet so quiet for an oil burner and 



really provides an impressive driving experience, 
particularly with such a neat, precise six-speed 
manual gearbox - there is an eight-speed automatic 
as an option. 

The power comes through with exceptionally 
good, low down torque from the 2.0-litre 190bhp 
turbocharged engine and once out on the motorway 
it's powerful and comfortable making it an ideal long 
distance cruiser. 

BMW's xDrive all-wheel-drive makes for easy 
motoring whatever the road conditions and the 
official combined fuel consumption is 62.8mpg with 
a 0 to 62mph acceleration of 7.3 seconds and C02 
levels of 125g/km. 

The basic price of the 420d xDrive Sports Coupe 
is £36,260 but this particular car was loaded with 
optional extras such as an advanced parking package 
(reversing camera and park assist) at £545, driver 
comfort pack (electric front seats, driver memory 
seats) at £1,440 and a media pack (£900) plus a 
sport automatic transmission (£1,690), split-folding 
rear seats (£170) and adaptive LED headlights 
(£ 1 , 200 ). 

LED foglights, sports front seats and 18-inch light 
alloy wheels are thrown in at no extra cost. 

Options aside, the new-look 4 Series is a step up 
from the previous model and when it comes down 
to all-round enjoyment it keeps its status as the best 
handling car in its class. 
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Vauxhall’s new 
canny crossover 


T HE takeover of Vauxhall by the 
company behind Peugeot and 
Citroen should be no surprise for 
the two have been in cahoots for a 
while. 

First to reap the rewards of the new¬ 
found alliance is the Vauxhall Crossland 
X - a compact SUV that will share its 
underpinnings with the soon-to-come 
new Citroen C3 Picasso. 

Built in Spain alongside Vauxhall's 
slightly larger Mokka X, the new 
Crossland is nicely poised to exploit the 
current boom in smaller SUVs. 

Vauxhall topped the UK SUV sales 
charts in April with the Mokka so it 
seems to know what's wanted. 

The Crossland may be the Mokka's 
little brother but it's only a couple of 
inches shorter and has a boot that in 
everyday use is actually bigger. 

That's all down to some clever 
packaging which makes the Crossland 
family-friendly and it's also a couple of 
grand cheaper than the Mokka. 

Crossland prices start from £16,555 
for a 1.2-litre petrol model and top out 
at £21,380 for a 1.6-litre diesel with 
plenty of bells and whistles. It's due to 
arrive in July.

Options include two-tone paint 
finishes, full LED lighting and even a 
head up display so you can expect to 
add at least £1,000 to the list price. 

A proper spare wheel to replace the 
standard tyre repair kit is also an extra 
costing £110. 

All versions of the Crossland come 
with Vauxhall's OnStar SOS and 
concierge connectivity system plus wi-fi 
hotspots and smartphone integration, a 
seven-inch touchscreen and dual zone 
climate control. There's also a full set 
of safety aids including lane departure 
warning and emergency braking. 


Those in the know will spot that a lot 
of the software has come from the PSA 
camp - no bad thing - while under the 
bonnet the engines in the Crossland 
are straight out of the Peugeot/Citroen 
range. 

They include the award-winning 
1.2-litre three cylinder PureTech petrol 
engines which Vauxhall is calling 
ecoTEC and a pair of 1.6-litre diesels 
which are nicely frugal. 

The 130ps turbo petrol with its 9.1 
seconds 0 to 60 time is the quickest of 
the bunch and the engine suits the car 
to a tee. Free revving and appropriately 
potent there's good range acceleration 
and a claimed fuel return of 55.4mpg 
with emissions of 116g/km. 

We recorded an average of 45.6mpg 
which was similar to the 110ps engine 
but the extra power was noticeably 
sweeter to drive. 

No complaints either from the 120ps 
diesel which returned almost 60 to the 
gallon over a similar drive and at 9.9 
seconds 0 to 60 is almost as quick out 
of the blocks. 

Overall, the Crossland X makes a fine 
fist of all that is required on the current 
compact SUV scene.
